“The most qualified person today 
will find his education obsolete in 
five years if he does not keep his 
training in tune with the times”.

Pilot Project 


(by C. J. Harris) 

A pilot project is underway in Ottawa, taxpayers 
should be delighted to know, to determine how fast 
and how far the federal government can go in im¬ 
plementing the money-saving, efficiency-improving 
recommendations of the Glassco Commission report. 

Finance Minister Gordon disclosed in a recent 
Toronto speech that tests are being run on four 
government departments to study the practical ap¬ 
plication of the principles set out in the report of 
the three-year, $3 million royal commission inquiry 
into government organization. The four departments 
— agriculture, transport, veterans affairs, northern 
affairs and natural resources — have a combined 
staff of some 40,000 or about one-fifth of the total 
of employees of government departments. The pilot 
study is to be completed by June, Mr. Gordon said, 
and if a blueprint for reshaping government depart¬ 
ments can be drawn up from it, the individual depart¬ 
ments of the civil service will have the job of putting 
it into operation. 

Though it will be a formidable task, the re¬ 
organization of the government establishment is ab¬ 
solutely essential, both for the sake of economy and 
for the sake of better service to the public. The 
government’s system induces an absurd, extravagant 
waste of manpower. Because government departments 
must justify additional staff requirements from nine 
months to 2 y 2 years in advance, most departments 
are always over-staffed. “Some department man¬ 
agers,” said the Glassco report, “estimate over- 
staffing as high as 50 per cent.” Inevitably, the pub¬ 
lic payroll is enormous, and increasing. The estimated 
cost of civil wages and salaries for the current year 
is $928 million, higher by $200 million than it was 
just four years ago. 

The paperwork waste is equally extravagant and 
absurd. The unnecessary shuffling of papers, said the 
Glassco report, costs more than $50 million a year. 
Moreover, the system’s purpose of auditing and 
checking on expenditure has been buried by the paper 
mountain. “All the duplicate and repetitive checks,” 
said the report, “make it virtually impossible to fix 
responsibility for error or inefficiency.” 

It is hardly possible that government organiza¬ 
tion will match the efficiency of well-managed pri¬ 
vate business. There are neither the disciplines nor 
the rewards. But the tax-paying public has the right 
to demand that, within its limitations, government 
organization should both permit and require the ef¬ 
ficient management of public business and the re¬ 
sponsible administration of public funds.

in the Association and an outlay of 
$20,000 cash has been invested. 

In earlier days when the area 
was known as the UFA picnic 
grounds, fellows like Jim Dew, 
now a race starter, used to take 
part in relay races at the course 
and before the war the Association 
came into being and inherited the 
picnic grounds and $1,600. 

In 1953, organizing the first 
race meet and most of those which 
followed were Tom Beckner, pre¬ 
sident; Mel Schaub, secretary; 
Milo mayor Joe Thompon, secre¬ 
tary-treasurer and such men as 
Commodore Allen, Hank Willard, 
Jim Murphy, Jim Prentice, Ole 
Ueland, Ole Willard, Jim Dew and 
other willing farm and ranch vol¬ 
unteers. Hard to believe but true 
is the ruling which has been fol¬ 
lowed that with few exceptions 
everyone pays admission— com¬ 
petitor, groundsmen and executive 
personnel— and there are those 
who help with the Association in 
one way or another all year and 
work steadily for two weeks prior 
to race days, who have yet to see 
a race meet. Men on the gates 
pay, announcers Commodore Allen 
and Wally Franks pay and 
the boys running the pari¬ 
mutuels pay. Incidentally govern¬ 
ment inspectors say they couldn't 
hire a replacement staff for any 
money which could run the mu- 
tuels as efficiently as Smokey 
Jones, Jim Sukut and Murray 
Phfllips. The only free passes 
given have been to a few news¬ 
paper types and this year’s Vulcan 
County Band. They say the RCMP 
were charged to enter one year 
but were refunded later. To the 
occasional protest that the gate 
charge is steep — it costs $1.50 
per adult day — is the fact that 
there is seldom any profit made 
from gate receipts. The $1,486 
cleared this year came from pari¬ 
mutuel betting, the queen contest, 
the midway and the dances. 

Garratt Midway which provides 
rides, games and some of the con¬ 
cessions for young people, has be¬ 
come a permanent part of the race 
meet. This Medicine Hat based 
show “took a flyer” with the Mc¬ 
Gregor boys back when the first 
meet was staged. Both outfits 
speculated on success but privately 
hoped to be lucky enough to save 
their shirts. It has since become a 
happy union and despite offers 
from other entertainment operators 
it has been Garratt Midway for all 
11 years. 

The introduction of pari-mutuel 
betting in 1962 gave added incen¬ 
tive to race fans and running stock 


is of the same high calibre which 
runs at the Millarvllle Races. This 
isn’t true but they say some of the 
farm boys who patronize the mu- 
tuels claim the amount of summer¬ 
fallowing they can afford to do 
depends on how much they win at 
McGregor. 

A rare sample of the community 
spirit which goes with th(vrace 
meet came during the featuiv 
Gregor Derby this year. In this 
race were entered foqr A (city- 
track) circuit horses complete with 
jockeys and colorful silks. Among 
other riders was 17-year-old La- 
vonna Lahd dressed in blue jeans 
and aboard a pony she broke her¬ 
self and rode in gymkhanas. As 
will be remembered she won the 
race in what was described by 
Commodore Allen as “A real smart 
piece of riding. She held back be¬ 
hind the leaders until the final 
stretch and had everyone in the 
stands on their feet as she made 
her bid”. What would make a 
stranger shake his head is the fact 
that Commodore, his son Bobby 
and officials in the judges stand 
all owned horses in that race, yet 
they did everything but fall out 
of their perch trying to boot her 
down first. 

As an opposite to the rash of ac¬ 
cidents which went with other 
races of the meet was one on the 
humorous side which featured a 
jack rabbit. Everyone else has a 
dog or two as nuisance value dur¬ 


ing race meets but at McGregor 
during one race a rabbit suddenly 
bounced on the track. Seeing the 
horses pounding at it down the 
stretch it first richochetted off the 
fence, then outran the field over 
lhe finish line and right out of the 
park to the delight of the crowd 
and surprise of the jockeys. 

Jnc evening chuckwngi n events 
have always been the bread and 
butter drawing card for the race 
meet and this year as in the past, 
14 wagons supported the meet with 
their evening races. The chuck- 
wagon circuit is generally con¬ 
sidered a hobby rather than a 
money making proposition and 
with more and more outfits taking 
to • moneyed sponsors Its harder 
than ever for ranch owned loners 
to compete. 

At McGregor the sponsors follow 
the lead set by a Fitzimmons of, 
Hanna who owned the race 
grounds and helped the chuck- 
wagons by supplying feed and 
shelter for the horses and by bed¬ 
ding the boys down during race 
days. 

And so, the first 11 years of 
McGregor’s race meet histoiy have 
been fruitful ones of growth and 
success, and ns long as the horses 
keep running, the wagons keep 
coming and the boys who run the 
show can see some worth in their 
labor, the next decade should see 
bigger crowds, a bettor show and 
a more beautiful park and lake.

TOWN OF VULCAN 

BY-LAW No. 463 

A BY-LAW of the Town of Vulcan to provide for the issue 
of debentures for the purchase of 16.78 acres of land to be 
subdivided for building sites. 

WHEREAS there is an increasing demand for residential 
building Lots in the Town of Vulcan; and 

Whereas suitable subdivided sites are not sufficient to meet 
the demand; and 

WHEREAS in order to purchase the said lands it will be 
necessary to borrow the sum of $16,780.00 on the credit of the 
Town by issuing of debentures of the Town as herein provid¬ 
ed; and 

WHEREAS the whole rateable property of the Town accord¬ 
ing to the last revised assessment roll is $2,231,760.00; and 

WHEREAS the amount of existing debenture debt of the 
Town is $419,793.64, no part of which is in arrears, and of 
which amount the sum of $34,580.72 is authorized to be collect¬ 
ed by way of special assessment; 

NOW THEREFORE the Municipal Council of the Town of 
Vulcan, in Council assembled, enacts as follows: 

That the Town of Vulcan is hereby empowered and author¬ 
ized to enter into contract with Mr. C. R. Robson of Vulcan, 
Alberta, for the purchase of an acreage consisting of 16.78 
acres more or less, situated within the limits of the Town of 
Vulcan and described in Certificate of Title No. 95 J 40, for 
the purpose of subdivision for residential building sites. 

That for the purpose aforesaid the sum of $16,780.00 be bor¬ 
rowed by way of debentures on the credit and security of the 
Town of Vulcan at large. 

The debentures to be issued under this by-law shall be for 
the said sum of $16,780.00, shall be dated January 1st 1965 or 
upon such day as may be appropriate having regard to the 
date of the borrowing of the money, shall be payable in thirty 
four (34> quarterly installments of principal on the first days 
of January, April, July and October in each of the years 1965 
to 1973 inclusive, with a first payment of $500.00 to be made 
January 1st 1965, and payments of $500.00 on each of the above 
mentioned dates to and including January 1st 1973, and a final 
payment of $280.00 on April 1st 1973. 

The debentures shall bear interest at a rate of 6% per 
annum payable on the first days of January and July in each 
year during the currency of the debentures. 

The debentures shall be payable in lawful money of Canada 
at the Town of Vulcan Office in the Town of Vulcan. 

The said debentures shall be signed by the Mayor and Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer of the Town of Vulcan, and the Secretary- 
Treasurer shall affix thereto the (Corporate Seal of the Town. 

There shall bo levied and raised in each year of the cur¬ 
rency of the debentures hereby authorized the amount neces¬ 
sary to pay the .interest falling due in sudh year on such de¬ 
bentures, and in addition thereto the amount required to pay 
any of such debentures which fall due in such year, by a rate 
sufficient therefore on all the rateable propertyl in the said 
Town, and collectable at the same time and in the same man¬ 
ner as other rates. 

The said indebtedness is contracted on the credit of the Town 
of Vulcan at large. 

This By-Law shall take effect on the date of the final pass¬ 
ing thereof.
